The wheat crop report of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture this month tays: The 
result of the spring wheat harvest is in 
close accordance with the indications of 
the August report. The quality is good 
d the yield above the average. The gen-

when harvested is represented by 100. The 

harvest, in parts of the winter wheat 
region, especially Michigan and Indiana, 
some millions of bushels have been lost by 
sprouting in the stack. There has also 
been some loss of spring wheat from the 
same cause in Wisconsin and other -States. 
The Ohio Valley has nearly as large a 
product as in 1879. Ohio, Indiana and 
Illinois have apparently secured about 



Indicated by the returns, is about 380,000,- 
000 of bushels, of spring wneat about 140,- 
000,000, or520,000,«00in all. The threshing 
test may slightly modify these fig- 
tires. The first threshing generally 
exceeded expectations, but the latter 
threshing has in many places been disap- 
pointing. It is quite certain that the per 
capita supply of wheat will not be quite so 
large as in 1879 or 1880. The average con- 
dition of potatoes in August was 101, but 
it has fallen in September to 92. Last 
year the decline during August was from 
92 to 70, and it continued in a greater ra- 
tio till harvest. The prospect now is fav- 
orable for • crop of not less than 150,000,- 
000 bushels, from the present outlook. The 
decline has been heaviest in New England 
and New York. Prospects are improved 
in Maryland and Virginia, have been well 
maintained in the Ohio Valley and the 
lake region, and has not materially chang- 
ed west of the Mississippi. Only Wiscon- 
sin and Kansas of. the Western 8tates fail 
to show averages of 100 or higher. Maine 
stands the lowest, at 65.

Uic Wild Flowers of Montana. 

The wild flowers of Montana are as 
abundant as those of the Alps, and more 
varied. Choicest of them all, becanse 
most delicate and fragrant, is a white, 
star-shaped, wax-like blossom which 
grows very close to the ground, and the 
large golden stamens of which give out 
an odor like mingled hyacinth and lily 
of the valley. The people call it the 
mountain lily. There is another lily, 
however, and n real one — yellow with 
purple stamens — that grows on high 
slopes in shaded places. The yellow 
flowering currant abounds on the lower 
levels, and the streams are often border- 
ed with thickets of wild rose bushes. 
Dandelions abound, but do not open in 
full, reunited perfection. The comn 
blue larkspur, however, is as well 
veloped as in our eastern gardens, i 
the little yellow violet which in 
States haunts the woods and copses 
at home in Montana, alike in the moist 
valleys and upon the bleak, dry hill- 
sides. Small sunflowers are plentiful, 
the bluebell is equally abundant in val- 
leys and on the mountain ridges, and in 
early June there blooms a unique flower 
called the shooting star, shaped like a 
shuttlecock. There are a dozen other 
pretty flowers, but I could not learn 
their names — among them a low-growing 
mass, the clumps of which are starred 
over with delicate white or purple 
blooms.— E. V. Smalley, in Century.
